John Shoal, and perhaps two or three others, 
were in the brewery taking a social glasg.f 
beer, when @ stranger rapped at the door and 
demanded Adimittance. Ceray—one of the 
partners—objected to his nas in ; bee it 
war too late, and that had gautup 
the deor aad Opera see what was want- 
ed. ‘The'stranger—Wwho proved fo be an Irish- 
‘man by the name sof -Fitzgibons= d if 


‘they ‘could tell bim where a man called Harry 


or Henry lived. «Pefferlee answered that he 
knew several men by that name. Fitzgibons 
said the one be knew was from Auburn or 
Mormon Basin. Pefferlee answered that he 
thonght he knew such a man on Buena Vista 
Bar, andtold him that if he- would goina 
certain direction he wonld come to a bridge, 
then in a certain other direction, turning, etc.. 
etc., be would find him himself, on the way to 
Buena Vista. At this be went away. 
door was again fastened. and the party were 
preceeding to take another drink, when he 
returned and again at the deor. De 
ceased again objected to baying the door 
opened, but the other parties did ppen it, and 
the same questions were repeated witli regard 
to a man pamed Harry. Coray then said to 
him—*go away, we don’t want any of your 
kind. or any drunken bumrggr bere at this 
late hour.” Fitzgibons then flew into a pas- 
sion, and called some one “a son of a b —h,” 
withont designating the -persoa affaded to. 
At this, Coray advanced towards him and 
asked—*who do you call *a son of a b—h’!”’ 
“You, you,” said Fitzgibon; at the same time 
retreating into the darkness, followed by 
Coray. io thm manner they went out into 
the sireet seme thirty or forty feet. Coray ad- 
vancing to within twelve or fifteen feet of 
Fitzzibens, the fatal shot wes fired, 
which took effeet a little to the right of the 
sternum, in the pit of the stomach, piercing 
the lower portion of the heart. He only lived 
ten or fifteen minutes afterwards, and the only 
words spoken, were—“I’m killed.” 

Dra. Harris and Hogg examined the body 
in presence of the Jary, and extructed the 
ball, which was a navy-sized slug.
